, The defeated candidates 
were chosen by a nominating 
committee whose slate tradi- 
tionally has been elected auto- 
matically at small r turnout 
meetings.

My mother said she remembered once a blaek= 
skinned man was marched through the streets 
with nothing but a little piece of material 
biding him from the public and she said this 
was terrible* They didn't understand what 
was going on or why all this? Now, Communists 
are here, as I understand, infiltrating the 
civil rights march and everything* Why did 
our folks run and other people run from a 
country like that, because of hate.
